The seed may, be sown with success at any time, from 
April to August, though the best time is during April and 
May. When your land is ready to receive the seed select 
a time when the weather is calm.

Apply just 
before watering and keep moist for several days.

If itis 
desired to make very healthy, stocky plants, they may be 
transplanted or repotted when about 2 or 3 inches high.
